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case in the injured individual. It will probably be recollected that on the 
17th instant we casually referred to two cases of hydrophobia which, as 
far as the evidence was concerned, went to show that the disease in these 
particular instances was caused by the bite of non-rabid dogs. The ques¬ 
tion is one of most'serious moment, and we fear will tend to increase the 
alarm already felt, and the exaggerated ideas entertained on this subject. 
It is, therefore, with much pleasure we see the matter taken up by one so 
able and experinced as Mr. Fleming, of the Royal Engineers, who, in n 
letter to the Lancet, tells us that the notion was started many years ago, 
and that instances are ffccorded of such occurrences in medical literature, 
but that in veterinary ^medical literature not one instance appears. This is 
the more strange from the fact that many more animals than persons are 
bitten by both non rabid^(than rabid do^, and that the deaths from hydropho¬ 
bia and rabies arc far more numerous in the brute creation than amongst 
mankind ; hence a wild held for experience. Great reliance may be placed 
on this statement, more uarticularly with reference to the literature of the 
continent, where it is well known tnat the membess of the veterinary fac¬ 
ulty are and have always been most c.xact observers and industrious report¬ 
ers in all cases coming within their province, and more especially in its 
connection with this particular subject. In the few cases where the disease 
has been supiKised to have been generated by the bite of a healthy dog, 
there has never been anything like strong corrobative evidence advanced 
in support of the theory. In fact, the only evidence that seems to be avail¬ 
able in such cases is that of the patient, who with such a terrible agony 
racking bis body and mind, cannot be e.\pected to be particularly clear as 
to bow he may nave contracted the malady. If rabies and hydrophobia 
are to be classed among the specific contagious diseases, it would be con¬ 
trary to everything known of these to assert that they could be communi¬ 
cated by persons in perfect heaitb. 'Wc certainly concur with Mr Flem¬ 
ing when he states that nothing can be mure eri^neous and terrifying than 
the assetion that rabies may be induced by the bite of a healthy animal, 
and it must be strenuously denied that such a result is possible. No wound, 
injury, or bite from a healthy dog will produce the specific disease termed 
rabies, although the so-called hydrophoola is reported as due to other 
causes than dog-bite, and among other examples the case siwken of by Pel¬ 
letier of Mans, of a woman having contracted it from bating been bitten in 
the.breast by a cbilds he was sucking, may be mentioned. Surely, if the 
malady canoe contruKed from non-rabid dogs, a far larger percentage of 
the hundreds and thousands of persons who are bitten and wounded in var¬ 
ious ways by such animal s, would contract the disease, than has aheady 
been attributed to such enuses. Abundant proofs in supiiort of this asser¬ 
tion are brought forward by Mr. Fleming, who quotes what Prefessor Pill- 
wax, of the Imperial Veterinary Institute of Vienna, has atlduccd against 
such an alarming statement. In 1862, when rabies appeared ns an epizooty 
at Vienna, 552 dogs were brought for examination at tne Institute, and all 
these except thirty-two of the number were found free from the disease ; of 
the remainder only a few were unhealthy; these were suiferiug from 
many or epilepsy. Of ihs 400 dogs found in healthy condition, the iiia, 
jority were offlciidl}* slated to have bitten people not one of whom died 
from hydrophobia. Since the year 1848 the professor stnte.s that he has had 
to examine suspected and really rabid animals, and that from 800 to 400 
dogs that have bitten peoiile have been brought a nnually to the Veterinary 
Institute to be examined ns 8UB|iectcd, and that of 5,000 or more that have 
been so examined by him, not one of the persons so injured by them has 
had hydrophobia ; tncrcforc, if a iiou-riibid dog is capable of transmitting 
the true hydropbobia-cauiua to a person nc iniiy bite, some of these people 
would surely have suffered tlierefroni.— /.ami nnJ Water. 

Spoktixo DoiiS IX Fr.vxck.—F or some years past .sjiortiug dogs—iiriuci- 

e pointeis and retrievers—have been getting scarcer and scarcer in 
ce, and a good dog, that could have been purohased ten years ago at 
the opening of the shooting season for a hundred and fifty or two hundred 
francs, can now hnixlly be procured for love or money. People over here 
who are supposed to be authorities on the subject account for this rapidly 
increasing scarcity of sporting dogs by the fact that keepers arc now so 
busily engaged in rearing game that they have no lime to look after the 
kennel; but others declare that on land over which people were in the hab¬ 
it of shooting with a |)ointer a few years ago game has now become remark¬ 
ably scarce, and that in places where it is more plentiful beaters are em¬ 
ployed to drive it up to the sportsmen, who consequently can do without 
dogs. The want of dog shows, which arc of somewhat rare occurrence in 
this country, is likely to have a good deal to do with the decrease of well- 
bred animals. Landed proprietors in France, as a rule, breed few dogs for 
their own private use, and do not trouble themselves about bow their neigh¬ 
bors get on. If you interrogate them on the subject, they will tell you that 
they do not wish to incur the expense and constant worry of dog-breeding 
for the purpose of selling one or two pups in the course of the year. If pe 
rlodical shows were organized, and prizes worth competing for were offer¬ 
ed for the best breed of dogs, noblemen and country gentlemen would be 
encouraged to breed, and even gamekeepers would taae more interest in 
the matter than they do now. In the meanwhile, the French are not idle. 
A d<v- breeding establishment has been opened in the Bois de Boulogne, at 
the Jardin d'Acclimatation, under the superintendence of M. Geoffrey St. 
Hilaire, who during the last five months has received no less than 448 re¬ 
quests for dogs for different French noblemen and gentlemen, a circum¬ 
stance which goes a long way to show that the undertaking is likely to be 
successful. The stock consists principally of the best breeds of Brittain, 
Gascony, 8t. Hubert, St. Onge, Vendee, Artois, and Nivernais; but M. 
Qeoffroy St. Hilaire has also introduced some foreign blood, among which 
one may notice a couple of black English pointers, a Scotch setter-bitch, 
and two Irish spaniels. The French, with their usual conceit, are very an¬ 
gry at this, and, supported by a few iraorant scribblers in the sporting 
press, loudly declare that French bloodls the best in the world, and that U 
cannot be improved by being crossed with what is termed the " English ' 


bastard race." These opinions, however, do not seem to have much 
effect on M. Bt.

IlAiiiuies Doos, No. 1.—Beyond the wretched specimens occasionally 
met with whose hairless condition can only be attributed to constitutional 
weakness, protluced by breeding in-and-in, very few, if any, members of 
the canine race are ever seen in this country void of their natural clothing. 
In China and ceilain districts of Africa a certain breed of dogs, whose dis¬ 
tinguishing characteristic is a hairless skin, it is well known is found in 
considerame numbers, and is used in both countries as im article of food, 
being considered a great luxury in the foniicr. Naked doN do not, how¬ 
ever, seem to be peculiar to the two above countries, as Mr. T. Belt, F. G. 
8., met with some in his recent explorations jn Nicaragua. At Colon ho 
saw several of a shining dark color, and quite hairless except a little on the 
face and on the top of the tail. Humbolut m.-ikcs some mention of the hair¬ 
less dogs which be found in large numbers in Peru ; and in that country 
and in Mexico hairless dogs were found by the Spanish invaders. It is well 
known that hairless dogs have been common in China since very early 
times, and Mr. Belt thinks it would be extremely interesting to compare 
the Nicaraguan hairless dog with those of the latter country, as it might 
probably add another link to the broken chain of evidence that connects 
the two iieoplcs. Clavigero describes a hairless dog as being indigenous 
to Mexico, and his description agrees with that of those found by Mr. Belt, 
except as to size, the former being four feet long; it was, however, totally 
nuked, c.xcept a few stiff hairs on the snout. Of the two races of indigen¬ 
ous dogs spoken of by Tseheudi in tropical America, the Canis Caraiiicui, 
a hairless dumb dog, was one. The Mexicans used to breed a small edible 
dog, which they called Techichi, a term which Humboldt holds means “ a 
dumb dog. If the term be correct, in all iirobability this animal (of which 
the Spanmixls found that such excellent and delicate dishes were made by 
the natives) is identical with the Techichi above-mentioned, as the hairless 
varieties wherever they have existed appear to have been almost invariably 
selected by dog-flesh lovers. One circumstance in connection with the 
hairless varieties—at least with those of Central America—is the fact 
that, although no attention is paid to their breeding, they have not 
mixed with the haired varieties, but have survived to the present time with¬ 
out losing any of their distinctive characteristics.— Land and Watet. 

Twextv-ftve MtxvTBS WITH A BfM.Doo—A veiy just sentence was 
passed at the Glamorganshire Quarter 8cs.sion.s on Saturday last on a man 
named Benkins, of Llanwomo, for feloniously setting on a bulldog, without 
any provocation, to attack a navy named Bennett, in November last. Ben¬ 
nett, while eating his luncheon at some coke ovenSj where he has had per¬ 
mission to waiTii himself, was ordered ofl‘ by the pnsoner, who had no au¬ 
thority whatever to send him awtt3-. Stating that he had received permis¬ 
sion to remain there, Bennett refused to leave, whereuixin prisoner set his 
dog at him ; the animal, however, who had some bits of his luncheon given 
him by jirosecutor, refused at first to attack the latter. Prisoner, however, 
incited the dog to the attack by taking hold of and shaking the prosecutor’s 
coat and trousers. The result'wns that a regular stniggle, lasting for twen¬ 
ty-five minutes, ensued, until, finally, Bennett managed to escape across a 
nver, but was so exhausted by fright and loss of blood that he fell down, 
and was found in a senseless condition by some men, and taken to Ponty¬ 
pridd Union. There he remained for nine months, and it was found on 
medical cxaminatiun that he had received forty.flve wounds from bites. 
The iuiy, who found the prisoner guilty, recommended him to mercy, but 
on what grounds they were utterly at a loss to say. The chaiiman took a 
right view of the ca.se, and sentenced .Jenkins, who had no authority what¬ 
ever to ortier prosecutor awa)', to eighteen months’ hard labor, or just 
double the time the victim of his inhuman cruelty spent in the union in¬ 
firmary— Laitd nnd Water. 

Haiklebs Doos, No. 2.—The comiiiuuicatiou on this subject which you 
published last Saturday is interesting to dog-fanciers. I have seen at different 
times about a dozen hairless dogs, but the handsomest which I have ever 
seen belongs to a Frenchman, who lives in or near Rathbone-place. I fell 
in with him a few months ago ns I was walking to Lincoln’s Inn, find ad¬ 
mired his dog, which ho had just bought, as he told, from the captain of a 
ship trading from Chinn, at a long price, and which all the money of all the 
Rothschilds would not tempt him to sell. This dog was in size and shape 
a very well-made nnd muscular Italian m’cyhound, but its head was some¬ 
thing between that of a dog and that of a pig. It had a very fine taner tail 
or stem. It color would be described by. its owner as ca/e au/ait. The 
owner was when I first saw him, talking with some one at the door of the 
shop of a biscuit-baker. No. 1 Charlotte street, who probably knows where 
the dog’s owner resides. He is a connoisseur of dogs (as I have seen him 
with some pretty animals, besides ray hairless friend, several times). Dog- 
fanciers will find it worth while to look up the dog in question. I remem¬ 
ber that when I waf a student of Christ Church, niany years ago, a curious 
kind of (practically) hairless dog was exhibited as a cross between a sheep 
and a dog. 'The animal had a disease which wus, 1 think, called P/iea po- 
lonica' the consequence of which was that a viseous matter exuded from 
the skin, and destroyed the hair which hung round the dog’s body like a 
dirty matted sheepskin. In those days Mr. Frank Bucklamfs late father 
was the most popular cannon of the Great House, and recollect that at a 
breakfast given oy him in honor of some distinguished American, he ex¬ 
plained to some guests who believed that the animal was really a croes be¬ 
tween a sheep and a dog, that no such hybrid could possibly exist. One 
of the professor's numerous good qualities was that he never laughed at 
any one. Perhaps, as a distinguished religious body, he admired 
fauh even when it advanced to credulity.— F., K. Kars/oke, in I^ndand 
Water.

OUR BOASTED GAME EROTECTJOX. 

We printed last week a idler from “ la-w,'' wliieli we hope has been 
thoiighlfiilly read by our Iw'iil and State sixnisnien. There is too nmeh 
truth in it. for it to go unheeded. The writer is evidently one of Hiose men 
referred to in our editorial of last week, viz : a man wlm goes into an asso 
ciaiion for game protectiou with honest inlentious, and for that siweific 
imi'iiosc only. He appears to be tborougldy eruesi in liis remavks, and 
heartily provoked at the many derelictions of duty he seeson ail sides ; and 
wc cordially support hia views. The managers of the Illinois State Sporls- 
mcn Association must remember, lhat only tiy individual vigilance and in- 
tiivii/unl integrity, can the purposes of their organization be aceomplisocd. 
Furthermore, our hen! members, who arc very numerous and influential 
should SCO to it that they do nol forget the duties which devolve upon 
them, so that no ap|)oarance even of inaltcntion may ari.se to raiiac dissat¬ 
isfaction among their co-laborers in other parts of the Stale. 

The communication referred to makes some assertions, which, if true, 
reveals a lamenlnbic state of affairs ; whereby the foregoing cautions arc 
imperatively demanded. From it, it appears that the Association is likely 
to come into bad repute ; not a single case of prosecution (he says) has 
taken place under the auspices of the Association, but all such work has 
been left to the zeal of a few individuals. Tasks of this kind are not onl y 
thankless ones, but are liable to breed ill-will, and bring reproach upon the 
undertakers as being meddlesome informers. Many a member undoubtedly 
shrink.s from ii singic-handed attempt; which, he would gladly undertake, 
if there was the vague majesty of wtx Association behind In hack him np, 
and meet Hie expense of prosecuting. 

Moreover, our correspondent brings the members to task in sharp terms, 
not alone forremissuess in attention to their bounden duties, but foriKisitivc'

and not to “cal drink and be merry." We sinecrcly hope the Association 
will abolish the custom of bolding an annual Trap Shooting Tournament ; 
leaving that to be done by individuals and Clubs, which would include pre¬ 
cisely the same set of shoolera as before. This will leave the Association 
free to attend to its legitimate duties, ami for whicli purpose only must its 
funds be used. There can be no objection whatever to its sanctioning Gun 
Trials, and aBcnch Shows and Field Trials of Dogs. 

If the Association docs not take some such action and give members out¬ 
side of the city some guarantee that its intentions are to be carried out, it 
will cause such members to conclude that it does not pay them to part with 
their money for the purpose to which it has been consigned.

We have received from Jansen, McClurg & Co., 117 and I 111 Stale sii-eei, 
Ihc above books, two of which demaud special attention. W'c liuve seen 
.shoals of books before now. allempting to cover the same subjects ns em¬ 
bodied in the above ; but they were either stale fiom tin- eonstaul rciicti- 
lioD of stock anecdoU's cribbed from works on natural history, or elsewere 
written by some author who made his work powerfully jejune by doing 
too much “shootiug" with the eucvelopedia and the laitin language, and 
not enough in the held. C'onsequenlly, there has been a long-felt want for 
some work with fresh iuformaiiun of sterling merit, and free from nuy 
touch of Baron Munchausen. These books by Bognrdns and laing supidy 
this want completely ; moreover, intending purchaseis need not be afraid 
to buy both, ns they do not clash, however much their titles might give 
that Impression. Long's book is devoted entirely to aiiuatie fosvl; while 
Boganlus gives seven chapters to land-fowl shooting and three to aqnalie, 
followed by one on “ Wild Turkey and Deer Sluailing," one on the " Act 
of Shooting on the Wing,” one on the “ Breeding and Breaking ofSiiort- 
ing Doga," and one (the lasl)on “Pigeon ShcKiting which latter is made 
up mostly of matches shot in by the author, and some remarkable .scores 
he has made. 

Long “lips us a little Latin" tlirongiiout his book : but the bolus is so 
small, in consequence of his e.ouflning himself to .so fen' birds, that we can 
swallow it; the more so as the bmik is thoroughly enjoyable from one end 
to the other. Both writers, however, have had the atrocious taste to ad¬ 
vertise the products of certain “Powder C'om]>anies " in their btaiks; we 
mean in the bo<ly of the book, and not on sundry jiages of advertisements 
which apitcar at the end of both books, to which latter we also take excep¬ 
tion as being out of place in hraiks designated for a gentleman’s library, 
and only fit to be seen iu .sch<ai| books. As might be cxiiei'led, each writer 
advocates a different brand of powder; the selection of which is entirely 
one of fancy, and one iu which men are very fickle. .\s a mailer of fact 
however, the writer of this article himself was a wholesale dealer in gun¬ 
powder for .some three years, and instituted a private lest outside of Ihc 
city ; wherein the brands mentioned by.Bogardus and lamg were beaten 
out of sight by two other brands. The mention of smh a thing in the 
book is as much out of plitcc as it would be for Liszt to write a semi-in¬ 
structive, semi-biographical book on music and crowd in an adverli.sement 
of some piano, by saying that he cmdd only play well upon an instrument 
“ from the celebrated factory of Jimjain and Sons ;" whereas, if the name 
over the key-bonrd were covered, neither he (nor any one idse) could tell 
what he was playing on, so far as some half a iloz.en factories are con¬ 
cerned. However, all minor defiraences ran be overhwked in works of such 
general excellence. Boganlus’ description of how he came to change from 
a muzzle to a breech-loader is of much more interest than Ihc advice of 
what powder to buy. 

In the editing of Bogartlus’book, Mr. Foster has rendered the reading 
public a service on a par with his editing Hiram W<«Hlrurt'’s book on trot¬ 
ting. It is usually the case that the greatest practical exponents of certain 
sports and pastimes are uneducated men, who have cultivated their skill 
from boyhood until it has become second-nature to them; who couldn’t 
for their lives write down “ how ’’ they do it, but can It'll it in the “rough.' 
Captain Boganlus has made a very happy selection in Mr. Foster as the 
man to apjdy the file, and the n^sulthas been the lu'ialuction of a standanl 
work, embodying the essence of years of exiterience. Our readers will 
find the book well worth the money invested,; and it shouhl go with Mr. 
Long’s book to form two complete handmaids. 

"MargaretHamilton” is the sixth volume of a new edition of the works

W President reported that, in compliance with the resolution of tbe only woundedjt bjr _^aUng a ni^eon and not inslaniU 

club, the committee to whom was referred the subject of uoRormlty of^ 

Kami laws in different Butes had bad the documents in relation thereto 
printed and sent to ninety-three game-protecting organizations in different 
parts of the country, suggesting the holding of a national conveullon in tbis 
ciiv in the month of November, but that very soon after they had done this 
the Btale Association called a convention for the lllh of September, “f N*' 
ugara Falls, for the identical same purpose, and thereupon your commUice 
fdt constrained, as a subordinate organization, to suspend all further lu- 
tion, not doubting that the State organization will realize the resimnsiblllty 
which now rests upon Its shoulders to see this all-lmporlaDl subject prop¬ 
erly attended to, until It is eairied to a succcssliil issue, all of whieli was 
approved by the Association, and the committee was discharged 
The President reported that the jury in the suit against Cnpnell and Hto- 
rer for having in their iwssession forty trout during the closed ^iwon, had 
rendered a verdict against the association, apd that an appeal had been 
taken to a higher Court. The President stated that he had gootl reason for 
liclievioc that the jury gave a verdict for the defendant simply liecause of 
the severity of the pehaTty, viz:-»1.000 for the forty trout, or m case of 
failure to pay the fine, one thousand days of imprisonment. As soon as 
this business hod been disposed of the following gentlemen, who.se names 
had been proposed, were elected as regular membere of the club Dover- 
neur Morris, Jr, Dr. B. W. F. Day, Beniamin V^,Bonny, Henry (’. C arey, 

Martin Van Buren, M. Nicol, Governor John A. Dix, (vrva voce). After the 
election of the above named gentlemen, the organization determined, by a 
unanimous vote, to submit to the next Lerislature the following proposed 
amendment to the game law respecting flab and game. - 

1. —The first object of the amendment is to prevent the destruction ot 

valuable trout ponds by putting pike, pickerel or other voracious fish 
therein to eat up and destroy the trout. This la done only out of pure mal¬ 
ice, and generally by fish thieves, out of revenge at b^g prosecuted. Half 
u dozen pickerel wifi cleslroy » trout pond worth f 1,000. The section, as i( 
now rcaas, covers only the }x>iBon*nK of trout. . » e 

2. —The second object of the amendment w to make the ottence one ol 
muiiciou.s ml8<!hief under the Revised Statutes, and punishable in ihe same 
manner as the wilful |)olsoDlng of horses, rattle or sheep. It certainly is 
an offense of efjual grade as tnc latter, and as the section now* refuis the 
penalty is very slight for the malicious |>olftoning of whole ponds of valu¬ 
able fish. \b the law now reads the penally is only $100, and the offence 
a misdemeanor. No one would wilfully destroy another s \nUiub1e trout

An act to amend an act entitled ‘*.\n act to iiinend and con.HoUdale tbe sev¬ 
eral acts relating to the preservation of moose, wild deer, birds and lish, 
passed April M, 1871. . . , . 

Tbe peopV of the BtatP of New York represented m Scntilc and Assem¬ 
bly do enact as follows :— 

BEf-noN 1.—Section 41 of tbe act entitled "An act to amend and ccinsoli- 
duto the several acts relating to the pre.servalion of moose, wild deer, birds 
and fish” passed April 26, 1871, is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
—.^ctlen 41—Every person who, without Ihe consent of the owner, shall 
willfully put or place or cause or procure to be lull or |ilai-ed in any fresh 
water stream, lake or pond, stocked with or inhabited by iroill or other 
lish, any drug, medicated bait or other deleterious sHbstanee, or any pike, 
pickerel or other fish, with intent thereby to injure, catch or destroy such 
trout or other fish, shall, upon conviction, he punished liy iniprisoninenl in 
a Stale prison not exceeding three years or in a eoiinly jail not e.voeeding 
one year, or by a line not exceeding $250, or liy liolli such tine and impris¬ 
on ment. 

Sec. 2.—No prosecution or proceeding for any violation of the provisions 
of the section of tbe act bercliy amended committed previous to the time 
when this statute shall take effect, shall be affected thereby. The provi- 
sons of this act shall only apply to offences hereafter eominilled, and the 
statutes now in force shall apply to and he and remain in full force us to ail 
offences committed before this act shall lak^ effect and lo Ihe prosoeution 
nnd punishment thereof. 

Sec. 3. —This act shall take effect iinmcdi#il»ly.
